BLenff Perl did Dot take the sentenced 


prisoners to Joliet last night, fie will 
delay the journey a week or ten days. 
Why? fi«oan9e 20 prisoners in custody 
attempted to escape from tte jail last 
evening, 01 bed laid their pinna to "fly 
the coop" during tb» night, which ires all 
the same to Perl. Luckily he discovered 
the game in time, and quietly changed 
his plane tad remained at home to per- 
form on the newly toned parlor piano and 
keep an eagle eye on the jail birds. This 
was the way ot it Daring the day the 
prisoners managed by rnnin force or fling 
to detach one of the heavy iron doors 
from one of the cell*, It weighs nearly 
200 poonde, This door the prisoners car- 
ried to a point near the front of the prison 
and noistw it to a point aboat on a level 
with the floor of the landing ot the sec 
end tier ot cell*. It was eo fixed ee to 
escape ordinary scrutiny. The plan was 
to wait until eight, and then let the door 
drop at an angle on the atone floor below, 
crack a hole in the floor, and escape from 
the prison through the base moot ont of 
one ot the basement windows or through 
the kitchen. Bat the misplaced door 
wee discovered late in the evening and 
the scheme- was exposed by one ot the 
confiding jail birde who had no hand in 
the game bat was quick to tell the story 
when the ebarp fijes of the Sheriff and 
the turnkey checked the plane, Had the 
scheme been carried oat t here woald have 
been a great surprise in store for the jail 
birde and possibly two or three cases ot 
drowning, The point selected by the 
Bohemere to drop the door is direottr 
over the jail cistern, which ia eight feet 
in diameter waited up to the floor ot the 
jail) and aaid cistern is nearly full ot 
water. Had the opening been made, the 
prisoners in their eagerness to escape 
woald have jumped down through the 
crack only to find themselves in eight 
feet ot water with a thick wall oil around 
and DO moans ot escape from the eietern 
except up through the hole in the floor. 
Think oC what might have been. 
Even 


the jail birds shiver aa they imagine what 
might have been their fate, and they are 
glad now that their plane miscarried. 


As a puniebment for the attempted 


jail-break tbe Sheriff will keep the sen- 
tenced prisoners in caetody a week 
longer. Thare are eight prisoners to be 
taken to Jolit, and one, Fleming, to be 
returned, 


It ie a common thing for tbe prisoners 


to make efforts to escape from tbe jait, 
but this last effort places all other at- 
tempts in the shade for novel originality.

It Eras true 
ot the Greeks, ot the Romans and tbe 
Mohammedans, * * * The Christian 
religion in a certain way has revolotkn- 
ized the world, To-day there are fourteen 
hundred million people on earth and the 
boundaries of Christianity are the boun- 
daries ot civilization. 
The tribes ot 


Africa and the Chinese are still on the 
outside. * * * Christianity has not 
accomplished all things, but the coming 
of Christ and the spread ot Hie religion 
hoe radically cbanged the opinions, be- 
liefs and ideas of men on important sub- 
jects. To-day the greatest idea ot God 
witb the peopk is tbe individual concep- 
tion of what is twautifnl and good. The 
teaching ot the pa)pit ia that God's sym- 
pathy is with the perfection of the indi- 
vidual. Every man yearns to b* good 
and just, to do right, and be in hnrmony 
with all ot God's lave. To do wrong ie 
to degrade and lower mac. The great 
power of man is the power to do right.

Tragedy in the Zach Melhorn 


Saloon—Stabbed In 


a Fight. 


"BUFF" OGDBN THE VIC- 


TIM—NO ARRESTS. 


Escape of tbe Murderer—Particu- 


lar* of tbe Sensational Occurrence 
—Robert Meloy Believed to be 
the Guilty Men—The Inquest ftt 
BuUard's Booms—Kotea. 


From Friaav'i Dotty, 


Harry Ogden, familiarly knowo aa 


"Boff" Ogdea, a hostler at 0. M, Cald- 
well's livery stable on West Main street, 
was murdered at 8:45 o'clock last night, 
in tbe Zach Melhorn saloon, No. 218 East 
Main street, in the presence ot fonr pat- 
eons, none ot whom, however, saw the 
total blow with the knife ; but they) saw 
and beard tbe fight and witnessed tbe 
flight ot tbe murderer, supposed to be 
Bobert Meloy who, with bia companion, 
a party known as "£d," passed out ot 
tbe back door and through the Combs 
restaurant on to Water street, where 
they disappeared and have not since been 
Been or heard of, Ogden dropped on the 
floor in front of the bar and died a few 
minutes after he bad remarked ,to Mel- 
horn, "I believe I hare been hart." 


THE PABTIOT1ARS, 


After the fact of the murder had be- 


come known it wae over two htrore before 
Marshal Mason or tbe reporters oonld 
get at the particulars, m reach a concla. 
eion as to the probable identity ot the 
murderer. All the people knew for 
awhile was that tbere bad been a dispute 
in a gambling room, and that there wae 
a fight in tbe Melhorn ealoon in which 
Oftden wae stabbed ia the aide. AH wae 
excitement. Finally it woe learned that 
during tbe afternoon Ogden and his 
friend, Will Dunham, known as "Lafe1 
Uncham, bad been out buggy-riding and 
visiting various saloons, toy night they 
were tinder tbe influence ot liquor. 
Shortly attar 8 o'clock they entered the 
Melhorn saloon, and passed through'and 
up the back etaiiwoy into tlte Cyrus Rob- 
inson poker room over the saloon, Rob- 
inson was asleep on a lounge, bat Harry 
Hutiytway was in chrage of tbe room, 
Will Kramer, two strangers, Eobert Me- 
loy and his friend Ed, a party named 
HufTmaater and the murdered man, 
"Bnff" Ogden, were in tbe room, bat 
Ogden wae not in tbe game. Soon there 
was a dispute between Dunham and 
Kramer. There bad been a deal. Allot 
JJuokam'e money was in the "pat" and it 
was ft show-down. 
Kramer and tun-; 


ham bad each drawn three cards. Kra- 
mer was -slow making a show of boa 
band, and Dunham reached over and 
"flashed11 the cards, or turned them 
over, A new deal wae called for and 
if ben it wae tbown that Kramer hid won 
Dunham arose quietly, evidently with 
the intent to assault Kramer. At this 
jnnctnreBathawaycangbt Dunham by 
the arms and held him back, at the same 
time ordering Kramer to get out, Baying 
be wouldn't bave any disturbance in the 
place. 
Robinson was aroused by the 


talk, and be also ordered Kramer to leave 
the room. Kramer passed down tbe 
back stairway, as did also Meloy and bis 
friend. Hathaway held on to Dunham 
until tbe sound of foot-etepa oonld not 
be heard and then he let him go. Both 
Xhanham and Ogden 
then departed. 


What passed between them on the way 
down IB not known. Ogden was in a rage 
as a witness of tbe trouble in tbe gam- 
bling room. There is an open apace at 
the foot of the stairway back ot tbe 
ealoon and tbere Dunham stopped for a 
lew moments, Ogden going into the 
ealoon alone. In the meantime Kramer 
bad gone through the saloon out on 
East Mom street, and wben Odgen en- 
tered from the rear Meloy and his friend 
were going through toward the ^ front 
door. Ogden, with a threat, called to the 
two men to stop, that he could do them 
both ap. Tbe men kept on going and 
Ogden quickened his 
stepe, passing 


tbiongb the swinging screen doors, when 
be oame at onoe to Meloy. Tbe threat 
ot Ogden wae the first Melhora knew 
that there bad been any trouble. Be 
was sitting on a chair near the stove and 
got up and went behind the bar, suppos- 
ing that the two men who "preceded 
Ogden might stop at the bar. On reach 
ing the middle ot tbe bar Melhorn heard 
the scuffling ia tbe open space beyond 
the screen doors and be started back to 
get to the men to separate them, When 
he came around tbe end of the bar tbe 
three men had pushed their way back 
torongh the screen doors and were in 
front ot the bar when Uelhorn got near 
them. The man "Ed" did not appear to 
nav* a hand in tire fight. He had got 
near the stove and had bold of a chair aa 
it he would nee it, Meloy and Ogden 
were close together when Meloy broKe 
away and paused quickly out of tbe saloon 
through tbe back door, followed by bis 
friend. Melhorn stepped up to Ogden, 
who appeared to be in pain, and jnet 
then Oxden said. "I believe I'm hurt,1' at 
the same time Ifltintr the lower edge ol 
his vest on the left Bid* A moment 
later Ogden fell heavily npoc lha floor, 
and in a short time ha was dead. Tbe 
"scrap" in front ot tbe screen doors anc 
the souffle in front ol1 tbe bar consumed 
but a tew minutes. Intact, the murder 
wad committed as quickly as it was pos- 
sible for the party to leave tbe gam- 
bling room, pase through the saloon, 
reach the front and come together. 
It was all over BO qoiokly that Adam 
Melhorn, John Melhorn end James Wal- 
lace, three cigar-makers who were play- 
ing cards in the back part ot tbe salooi 
bad no knowledge ot what woe going on 
as to a fight until after Ogdea fell on the 
floor. Dunham bad not had time to 
come in from tbe rear. He got into tbe 
saloon as Ogden fell,

gscs, M it frequently ooonre that parties 
pass to and fro from the saloon through 
the restaurant. 


THB PAUI> STAB. 


Dr. H, D. Heil ww the first physician 
to reooh the saloon m response to a eom- 
mons,aud with him came Marshal Mason 
and other officers. The doctor found 
0«aett dead. The wound was hastily 
examined. The stab was on the left side, 
fonr inches below the nippln. The out 
as shown in the side is an inch wide and 
several inches deep, the knife severing 
the abdominal urtery, causing death from 
internal hemorrhage. Ogden'a clothing 
was saturated with bis lite blood, end

SEEN 01 TBS MOTHER, 


The mother of Ogden is Mm. J. W. 


Johnson ot 722 West Decatnr street 
"Boa" was her son by a former husband. 
She was found at Janes' Chape) attend- 
ing religious services. Accompanied bj 
a number ot lady friends ebs hastened to 
the saloon to see her dead son, but she 
was not admitted. She rested and wept 
at the Combe rsatanrant until the body 
was washed and dressed and then she 
eaw the lifeless form ot her boy at the 
Bollard place. Her grief was deep and 
prolonged, affecting all present. 


"Ban1" was about 23 years old. He 


was his own worst enemy, being given 
to the u«e ot liquor and often engaging 
in scraps, though the odds were against 
him. When sober he was industrious and 
peaceable. Hie tragic end is tbe result 
of bad habits and bad association. He 
was frequently soen at funerals driving 
a carriage team and only yesterday fore- 
noon he was the driver of tlie first car- 
riage team in tbeWeiamann funeral. 


A EH1P1 OH THB PLOOB. 


Near the spot where Ogden fell wae 


found an open knife, uhicb Melborn 
says dropped out of Ogden'a baud as he 
went over. It bad a cork screw on the 
back of the handle. 'Early in the even- 
ing a man at tbe stable saw Ogden with 
the knife in his possession, 


SBABOHHTO FOB THB H0JM>E!«ER. 


It was only through Hathaway that 


Marshal Mason oonld secure a descrip- 
tion of the two men tinder suspicion. 
Hathaway bad seen Meloy before and 
knew that he had been a farm hand in 
the employ oE John Holmes, residing 
halt a mile north of Harriatowu. The 
m«n "Ed" was a stranger in Decatur. 
The pointer was enough for action, and 
immediately Captain Bailey and Officers 
Matberapaugh and Imboden were sent to 
the Holmes place in an open carnage, 
with tbe slight hope of capturing the 
two men, or at the least to learn some 
thing about them. Holmes knew Robert 
Meloy. He had worked for him, He 
did not know the other man. Both bad 
been ehncMng corn for Thomas Talbert, 
\U mites southwest of Ha/ristown, but 
the painter had been discharged because 
ie was too slow. Both men quit work 
Chared ay morning, stating that they 
were going to Warreuaburg to seek em- 
iloyment, but instead ot going there 
bey oamtt to Decatur. It was learned 
nrther that the borne of both men ia at 
Joottsbnrg, Ind. No trace of tbe men 
oonld be found, and the officers returned 
;o the oity.

Witness could 
not identify the single bladed knife whiok 
had been found in a pocket of Ogder* 
trousers.

B9G,6G5, or 118.58 per cent during the de- 
cade. Large increases are also found in 
Peoria, Rocfeford, Joliet, Elgin, Aurora, 
Deoatnr and Strentor, The largest per- 
centages of increase are found in Austin, 
Oat Park, Streator, Chicago, Elgin, Joliet
